Revolution. 

For three-tpuarters of a century, whilst 
this Government was in Democratic 
hands, there seemed to be fixed limits to 
the powers of the Federal Government. 
Men didn't seek ways and means to nul- 
lify or destroy the rights of States by the 
use or abuse of the powers conferred on 
tbe Federal Government, 

The revolutionists have found, however, 
how to get along to effect any purpose 
they desire. How is the Federal Govern- 
ment lo fix whoshallvote in a StateT The 
process is easy. Congress is to judgeoftbe 
qualifications ol its members, and there is 
no appeal from the decision of either 
House in such a case. If the majority 
determine to cotifer the right of suffrage 
upon the negro, they can easily ex- 
clude the members of Congress from their 
seats until the negro votes. In this way, 
Congress can indirectly but effectually 
determine who shall vote in a Suite. 

If a pretext were wanted, there Is a 
clause of the Const itution adapted to the 
purpose. The United States shall guaran- 
ty; to each State a republican form of 
government. Congress is to be the judge 
as to what constitutes a republican form 
of government, and that Ixxly may decide 
t hat universal suffrage of wldte and black 

There has never l>een a question as to 
the power of a State to charter banks of 



issues of State bank* out of existence. It 
will not do, however, to allow the 
to tax a national bank 
cause the power would 
the Federal Government 

Then, in order to nullify more com- 
pletely the jKiwers of States, it can bo as- 
sumed that the seceded States are out of | 
the I'nioii — that is, we can assume the 
right of secession when it will answer the 
purjwise. It follows, then, that the terri- 
tory is to be admitted into tbe Union as 
State**, and Congress can admit them upon 
condition that they will consent to 



or all of the rights States 
used to have. 
In addition to logic of this sort, we have 
that is independent 
of the Constitution, and may set a part or 
the whole of it aside, and do what seems 
good to the Commander-in-Chief. This 
would seem sufficient of itself to accom- 
plish any purpose the revolutionists may 
d<"sire. It would seem quite supertluous 
to invent constructions of tbe Constitu- 
tion, when wo have the war power so 
complete and comprehensive. 

All these dovi'-es can't deceive men of 
any di^-ernment. The whole process is 
revolution, anil not the regular operations 
of legitimate poverninent. 
The leader of the dominant party has 
to avow it, and he wants to 
If the 
of the last ex- 
tremes, the old Government, with its lim- 
itations, will lie restored, and all these 
revolutionary doings may Ik> set aside. 
Therein is tbe danger. Revolutions can't 
stop without being fatal to the power, at 
least, of their authors. They may lie 
written down traitors, instead of patriots, 
and all their sophistry may be only so 
many aggravations of their sins. 

So the dominant party, having begun a 
■evolution, must go on. They had tbe 
idiisiitutional right to put down the re- 
bellion and break down all combinations 
against the just authority of the United 
States. All outside of that Is revolution, 
and has no basis but jKiwer, and to be 
sanctified only by success.

JSitf*Through the courtesy of an esteem- 
ed friend wo have received a copy of a 
brief and clearly-written pamphlet by 
Mr. I .. wis. of St. Charles, Missouri, ex- 
posing soma of the illegal acts growing 
out of the adoption of tbe Drake consti- 
tution in that State. The question ar- 
gued turns upon tbe application of force, 
by the Executive, to determine who should 
occupy the Supreme Ileneh. The circum- 
stances were that a convention was call- 
ed in Missouri, for a specific purpose, and 
proceeded, among other objects not speci- 
fied, to reorganize the Supreme Court, 
When this was done, ti 
ing been brought In any 
ally, before the court, the Governor or- 
dered that tribunal to disperse, and the 
military to take possession of the court- 
house, Ac, and turn them over to the 
newly-appointed judges. 

It can be seen that It involves several 
interesting questions: The right of the 
convention to abrogate that court; the 
right of tbe Governor to disperse It, and 
to disperse it by force, withvariousothers, 
involving the extent of authority that 
can be exercised by a convention. 

The sovereignty of a State Convention 
for general purposes is one that has been 
Yuri'iusly construed in many sections to 
be supreme. It is, indeed, the custom to 
admit them, absolute, despotic and irre- 
sponsible, bound hy no law, right or pre- 
cedent. This has been too much the case 
out>lde of tbe doctrine of secession, which 
was the natural product of the extreme 
tneory upon which tbe late Missouri con- 
In the 
thirty years It 
the custom to call together a body of a 
hundred, more or less, irresponsible des- 
tyrants who are assumed and con- 
to be absolutely sovereign over Gov- 
ernors, courts, constitutions, laws aud 
people. Even these acts cannot be ex- 
amined, because they are above all ex- 
amining tribunals. Upon this theory the 
Missonri convention aud its Governor 
can be justified, just as the secession con- 
ventions of tbe Southern States could. 
They are not properly conventions, but 



lve franchise to loyal citiaens, and sueh 
other amendment* as may be bv them 
deemed essential to the promotion of, the 
public good. 

Mr. Iiewls then proceeds to show that 
the act of the convention 
preme Court wag not an 
that it was not so characterized by the 
convention itself, by which it was called 
an ordinance; that the convention did not 
submit it as they did the amendments 
proper to the vote of the people, lie then 
says: 

Does, then, a convention elected by the 
people and assembled in pursuance of a 
legislative act, specifically defining its ob- 
ject.s. possess any power to go bevond the 
objects thus defined? Head how the Su- 
preme Court of Maxxaehmrtls answered 
this question. In 1850 the Legislature of 
that State solemnly submittetlto the Su- 
preme Court the following inquiry : 

"Whether, if the Legislature should 
submit to the people to vote upon the ex- 
pediency of having a convention of dele- 
gates of the people, for the purpose of re- 
vising or altering the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth in anv specified parts of 
the same, and a majority of the people 
voting thereon should decide in favor 
thereof, could such convention, holden in 
pursuance thereof, act upon and propose 
to the people amendments in other parts 
of^the Constitution not so specified?'' 

The answer, alter disposing of another 
question submitted at the same time, pro- 
ceeds as follows: 

"If, however, the people should, by the 
terms of their vote, decide to call a con- 
vention of delegates to consider the expe- 
diency of alteriug the Constitution in some 
particular part tbereof, we are of opinion 
that such delegates would derive their 
whole authority and commission from 
such vote; and", upon the general prin- 
ciples governing the delegation of power 
and authority, they would have no right, 
under such vote, to act upon and propose 
amendments in other parts of the Consti- 
tution not so specified."— (0 Cush., 574.) 

The "terms of their vote" alluded to 
were the terms of the legislative proposi- 
tion, as submitted to and accepted bv the 
jtopular vote, just as was done in our 
State. 

Does not this opinion— so strictly limit- 
ing the convention to the "terms" of the 
popular vote— conclude the whole contro- 
versy, without another word ? Was there 
ever, in any case, a "precedent" la which 
the governing principle was more sharply 
defined, more clearly illuminative of thu 
real merits of the controversy? Surely 
not. The most shameless quibbler can 
find no means of reconciling it with the 
validity of this "ordinance." Hut there 
are one or two considerations worthy of 
special note. 

It is perceived that tbe court decides the 
powers ot just such conventions as was 
ours, lo be controlled by the "general 
principles governing the delegation of 
power and authority;" distinctly rolcrrinj; 
to the terms of the legialutive call. This 
puts an extinguisher upon all the dema- 
goguery we have heard iiIhhU the "un- 
limited" powers of the convention. It 
limits the convention to the euact mi is 
of thelegislativeeiuictment. It does BMsTt 
than this— much more than is sufficient 
for the total demolition of the "ordinance" 
and its supporters. It declares that such 
a convention has no power even to .iitbmit 
to the people for their approval any propo- 
sition not embraced in the terms of the 
legislative trail. How contemptible, then, 
does it appear to assert that the conven- 
tion could adopt as a fiimlity a measure 
not so embraced in their call, and without 

558 a 

This seems to settle the question. If 
the ordinance was not an amendment, 
not having l>een so considered by the con- 
vention, and If, as is shown by the Massa- 
chusetts division, the convention had no 
authority to adopt anything but amend- 
ments, then the abolition of the .Supreme 
Court rests upon nothing but mere force- 
revolution. 

Upon this last Mr. Drake must rest his 
defense. It waa ndepled by plain, simi-lo 
brute force, not by any legally-expressed 
wish of the people; not in accordance with 
any lawfuUy-derived authority. This 
simplifies the story and makes it accord 
with the theory of Stevens, of Pennsyl- 
vania. Nay, more; it goes beyond con- 
ventions, theories, popular votes, aud all 
such bagatelles. It rests on 

"The good old rule, Iho simple plan. 
That he may take who has the s*jana> 
And he must keep who can." 

The general argument of Mr. T^wis is 
too long, though interesting to Missouri- 
ans, to whom we commend it. 



THE CHOLERA. 



Somebody in Bracken county, 
Ky., said that somebody else swore to a 
d— d lie in taking the oath required by the 
expatriation law, whereupon the latter 
was sued for slander. The lawyers plead 
that the expatriation law was unconstitu- 
tional, and that, therefore, there could 
have been no legal swearing, and of 
course the words were not actionable. 
Judge Dauiphon sustained the demurrer, 
holding the law unconstitutional. An 
appeal was taken, which is labor lost. 
The Court of Appeals will sustain Jwtffl 
Daniphon. It is remarkable that the 
constitutionality of such u law should be 
first tested in a suit for slander.

The Convention of the Democracy 
of New York has resulted in the most 
laughable confer nation possible among 
the Radicals. The latter had trimmed and 
preparini for an easy race, intending to go 
the old plan of denouncing their opjM - 
nents as copperheads, traitors, Ac. When 
Slocum was nominated, they wouldn't be- 
lievo It; wouldn't believe he would ac- 
cept He has accepted, and all their old 
thunder is gone. They can't call him a 
traitor, and bluster as usual, and have to 
fix up a new ticket, with Greeley, Weed, 
A Co. fighting among themselves like 
fiends. 

Do! the poor Indian! — About the 
coolest thing of the season is the story 
which comes from Fort Smith, that the 
delegates of the tribes lielonging to the 
Indian Territory demand, as a prelimi- 
nary of a new treaty, that the Govern- 
ment shall compensate them for the loss 
of their negro slaves. 

The above we get from the Missouri 
correspondence of the New York Tribune, 
and we present it as a specimen of the In- 
dian view of the new theory of equality 
and the rights of man. Go it! "Put none 
but Americans on guard to-night!" 
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We have attain quite a decrease in chol- 
era cases during the past three or four 
days, and this time we hope that the de- 
crease will continue until the plague has 
entirely disappeared. In Stamltoui, which 
continues to lie the headquarters of the 
disease, and where only last week there 
were more than 15,000 cases a day, yester- 
ilay's bulletins only announced 4H0 cast*. 
Thesaineagreealileproportionof decreases 
can lie noticed in other quarters of the cap- 
ital, where the disease, thus far, has made 
fearful ravages. The numlier of deaths 
is also decreasing in a considerable pro- 
portion, which proves that the cholera has 
at least lost a great deal of its malignant 

'The people also commence to lie less 
excite*!. Even if business has not been 
entirely resumed, there is at least no 
longer to lie seen that fearful panic which 
caused evervliody to remain at home. 
The streets present a more animated as- 
pect, the w arehouses of Galata andStam- 
boul are slowly re-opening for business, 
and, whM is quite significant, several 
doctors, who ran away from the city 
when the plague was at its hight, are re- 
turning. This last is looked upon as one 
of the surest signs that the cholera is 
going. 

In the army and navy things also com- 
mence to look brighter. In one word, 
there is everywhere a notable ameliora- 
tion in the state of the public health, and, 
unless the plague returns to the charge, as 
has happened heretofore, everything tends 
to show Uai it will soon disappear. 

The government, however, do<>s not re- 
lax any of its solicitude and care whi<1i it 
has shown towards the alarmed i>opulii- 
tion from the first day that the disease 
made its appearance. The medical com- 
mission continues its labors; keeps the 
s|M'< ial service organized for the care of 
ambulances and hospitals in perfect order, 
Doctors, porters, medicines, etc, etc., con- 
tinue night and day at the disposition of 
the people in all the quarters of the town; 
and in all the villages of the Bosphorus, 
and all gratis. Even now the govern- 
ment is building more barracks and hos- 
pitals, to be us, tl when needed. The con- 
duct of the government, during the trying 
events ot the past month, deserves all 
possible praise.

The Election Outrage* in Ken 
tneky— The Interfereuc* or the 
Mililwry a I the Foil*— The Te*- , 
timouy lu the, < aute— Cont* sted 
Election la Campbell County, 
Kentucky . 

The first contested election growing out 
of the military outrages at the polls 
throughout the State of Kentucky, at the 
late August election, was tried in Caunp- 
liell county, on Mondav last, before the 
Board of Contented Elections for that 
county, consisting of Hon. W. J. Berry, 
Judge of the County Court, and Justices 
Frank Spilman and Joseph Horner. 

As it Is the first case, and involves, as a 
matter of course, a principle of ^reat in- 
terest to the whole jteople of Kent ucky, we 
publish below as full a report of the pro- 
ceedings and evidence and argument of 
counsel as it has been possible to obtain. 

At the August election, Thomas Jones 
was chosen Clerk of the Circuit Court for 
that countv, over Benjamin Beall, by a 
majority of 7H3 votes, apparent upon the 
poll-books. Mr. Beall. soon after tbe 
election, gave notice to Mr. Jones that he 
would contest his election, upon a variety I 
of grounds, but mainly upon tbe ground 
that tbe judges and ofricers of the ch-c- | 
Hons at the various voting-places in said ] 
county, and the voters of said county, 
were overawed and intimidated by the | 
armed soldiers of the Federal Govern- 
ment, appearing at the said voting-places 
on the day of tbe election, and by means 
of threats, menaces, arrests of legal vot- 
ers, deposition of officers, Ac, depriving 
the qualified voters of their free suffrage; 
and the said election thereby could not be, 
and Wiis not, a fre^tnd fair election. 

The Board convened in the courthouse, 
at Alexandria, at the time directed by 
law, and each member was duly sworn. 
J. Ii. Hallam, Esq., appeared as counsel 
for the contestant, and lion. K. T. Itaker, 
Senator from that district, for the con- 
testee. 

On the part of thecontestant. the several 
poll-books of the county at the late 
election, and a printed copy of the orders 
of Major General Palmer, commanding 
the Department of Kentucky, andof Lieu- 
tenaut C >lonel Weaver, the immediate 
post commandant, directing military 
forces to lie stationed at the several voting 
places, and prescribing qualifications for 
voters, and directing the manner ot eon- 
ducting the elections, with threats cat mili- 
tary arrests and trials before military 
commissions, which were circulated and 
posted at each of the voting places on the 
day of the election, were read in evidence. 
The depositions of numerous witnesses, 
citizens and voters of the county, were 
also read by the contestant. 

It was shown by these depositions that 
at each of the polling places on the dav of 
the election, bodies of soldiers, armed 
with muskets and bayonets and revolv- 
ers, and under tbe command ol officers, 
appeared and remained throughout the 
day, and furnished the officers of the 
election with lists of names, directing 
them not to permit the persons whose 
names appeared on the lists to vote, un- 
da* penalty of arrest and trial by military I 
commission; that at the Carthage precinct I 
the sheriff and one of the judges of the 
election were prevented from acting by 
one Capt. Lennin, with a body of armed 
soldiers, by threats of being shot if thev 
attempted to act, or vote, and other elec- 
tion officers were selected by the military 
in their places, who, in olsAlience to ex- 
press orders from ('apt. LeaaBBj refused 
to allow a large numlier of qualified voters 
to vote ; that at that precinct one person was 
arrested aud held in custody for several 
hours, for distributing I lemocratic tickets, 
and that Captain l^eunin, though a resi- 
dent of New Richmond, Ohio, and a 
preacher, voted the full Republican ticket 
at that precinct. At the Grant's Uck Pre- 
cinct, Captain Iienuin also appeared dur- 
ing the day, and finding the Judges of the 
election were suffering tbe qualified vo- 
ters, whose names were on the prescriU d 
list, to vote, consigned them, by words, to 
b — I, and threatened their arrest and im- 
prisonment. At the Alexandria Precinct. 
<tii old citizen and voter of fifty years was 
ordered from the jxill by a sergeant, and 
threatenitl that if ho attempted to vote, 
he would ba "put where th»* lice would 
eat him up." At the Cold Springs Pre- 
cinct, two votem were seized liv a Cap- 
lain Reed und his soldiers, and tiitl to 
trees by the thumbs, in full view of the 
voters at the i>olls, and kept there in that 
manner during the entire day, and cursed 
and denounced without stint by Captain 
Heed, and that five or six other voters 
were arrested and imprisoned iltiriir^ the 
day by Captain Reed. At the John's lh!l 
Precinct one of the judges was threatened 
with arrest if he attempted to vote, and 
at the Two-mile House Precinct one of 
the judges was deposed and driven from 
the polls, by the military, under Lieut. 
Adam Weaver. At the Seminary poll, in 
Newport, the sheriff whs deposed bv the 
military, under Captain Haggerty^ and 
driven from the polls, and a large" ntiui- 
lier of voters were prevented from reach- 
ing the polls, bv the military, under Capt. 
Haggerty and Lieut. Robson; and a large 
number of voters were kept from the 
Courthouse poll, in Newport, by the uiili- 
tary. In all cases the military proclaimed 
that they were acting under orders from 
headquarters, and their orders were very 
strict. It was also shown by the proof that 
all tbe names on the proscribed list a"AM 
Democrats, and that all persons driven 
and kept from the polls, arrested and di- 
|K>.sed, were Democrats; that all tbe offi- 
cers deposed were Democrats, and that 
those substituted in their places were of 
the opposite party. It was further shown 
that many voters were intimidated from 
going to the polls, at the different pre- 
cincts, by reason of the military demon- 
strations and the information that their 
names were on the proscrilieti lists. 

No evidence was introduced on behalf 
of the contestee, further than that brought 
out by the cross examination, which 
mainly tended towards showing that 
lieall was not a regular nominee of tbe 
Democratic party, though run on their 
ticket, and aimed 
sympai 
voters. 

The evidence being closed, Mr. Hallam 
cited the authorities on which he intend- 
ed to rely in support of the legal part of 
his argument. 

Mr. Baker then addressed the Board on 
liebalf of the contestee. He began by 
condemning as unnecessary and improp- 
er the appearance of the military at the 
polls, and in strong language denounced 
tbe tyranny of Capt. Reed as "cruel and 
unusual." He defended Capt. l.ennin, 
only in so far as he thought he was not 
an illegal voter. Lieut. Weaver's action 
in deposing a judge of tbe election was 
wrong, be said, "unless — well, it was 
wrong anyhow." But be sakl this mili- 
tary interference was not intended to op- 
erate against Beall and in favor of Jones. 
It was intended to operate, as all tbe proof 
shows that it was, against the Democratic 
party, and Beall was not a regular can- 
didate of that party. But be did not think 
anybody but rebels were intended 
to be prevented from voting, and 
none but rebels were intimidat- 
ed if they were. He commented 
at some length on the evidence, made an 
analysis of it, and contended that If all the 
voters who were proven to have been kept 
from the polls had voted for Beall, Jones 
would still have been elected; and if the 
race had to be run over again, Joues 
would be elected by a much larger ma- 
jority. He commented with some severity 
on the statements of some of tbe witnesses, 
lie then referred sligbtlv to the authori- 
ties adduced by Mr. llallam. Said it was 
strange he should refer to English author- 
ity and go back to the black-letter law, 
and cite precedents in tbe dark ages, when 
plenty oi cases in point could be found in 
t he reported decisions of Kentucky. Mr. 
Baker concluded by invoking the board to 
respect the rxpressed will of the people of 
Campbell county. 

Mr. Hallam concluded the argument for 
the contestant, by saying that his friend, 
Mr. Baker, did not seem to notice the true 
and great point In Issue. He, too. wished 
the Board to respect the expressed will of 
the people, but he first desired that that 
will should be freely expressed. It was 
not so in the late election. He tared not 
if Beall had been elected, even; the late 
election was void, because it was not free. 
Says a modern commentary on the con- 
tested election oi Urban VI., who was 
elected Pope by forts? of a tumult of the Ro- 
man populace, in 1S77, overawing the Col-

Mar- 
tial law ! in a time of profound peace, 
when there is not within the State a sin- 
gle man arrayed in arms against tbe au- 
thority of the Government! He referred 
to the threat of military commissions in 
that order, pictured the horrors of trial 
Is-fore such ttodien, "organised to con- 
vict," and tbe facility and secrecy with 
which the super-loyal preferred charges 
against voters opposed to their side of an 
election, and then asked was there bo 
menace, no intimidation in that doc- 
ument, thrown out broadcast Is - 
fore tbe voters of tbe county? He asked 
if there was no menace, no intimidation 
in the arrests, tving to trees in the verv 
presence of free voters, in the threats to 
shoot, arrest and imprison? Was there 
no menace, no inttmiuation in the appear- 
ance of bodies of armed men, reckless, 
cruel and Indiscreet, at the several votlna 
places? Could an election, held under 
such circumstances, t*. called a free elec- 
tion? In bis opinion, the appearance of 
Lsslies of armed men. soldiers, disciplined 
and drilled, at an election, even ii they 
did nothing, is a menace to the voters, anil 
deprives the election of its free character. 
He regretted that he was compelled to 
draw the criticism of Mr. Baker, going 
hack to ruder and more lawless ages for 
precedents, but until the party winch Mr. 
B. defended arose, such a thing as armed 
intimidation at theeleetions was unknown 
in Kentucky, and be bad m 
to find a Kentucky case in [rant, 

Mr. Hallam commented at some length 
on Mr. Baker's analysis of the evidence, 
referred to the positive proof ixKluctal of 
military interference, not at only one, but 
at every voting placa In the county, to the 
unauthorised "black lists," and unlawful 
qualirti-Htions prescribed by tbe military 
for voters, and closed by an appeal to the 
l>oard to set the example of "protecting 
the privilege of Iree suffrage," fora plainer 
case of the violent suppression of the free 
voice of tbe people was never known. 

The lioard, after some time spent in con- 
saltation, announced that the opinion 
would lie delivered on to-day, the 14th 
inst. 

Chops in Minnesota.— A correspondent 
of the Chicago Times, writing from St. 
Paul, September 10th, says: 

Whatever injury the crops may have 
sustained in other Stales, the extent of 
which hits doubtless Iteen exaggerated, I 
can a—ure yon that throughout the State 
of Minnesota the harvest has been most 
abundant. The wheat crop is unusually 
large, and it may safely be said that the 
aggregate yield Is fully double that of last 
year. In some cVmn'ties tlie average is 
enormous, and will exceed thirty bushels 
to the acre, while tbe general average of 
the entire State will not fall sh r' of 
twenty- five bushels per acre. This may 
seem incredible, but I am confident that 
time and facts will prove tins statement 
to be in no wise exaggerated. There is no 
State where the soil and climate are ho 
well adapted to tbe raising of wheat as 
this; it Is surely destined to become a very 
populous State" and thu chief granary of 
the West. 

There is, U«sid>-s, a large amount of old 
wheat on hand, which, on account ol low 
water, high freights and scarcity of labor, 
has not liven heret4»fore sent to market. 
Hut, as we have now a most excellent 
stiige of navigation, it will serve to swell 
the shipments I his fall. 

Tbe new crop has not yet begun to move, 
but in about ten days every means oi 
transportation will be taxed to its utter- 
most. It will lie proved this year that, as 
an agricultural State, Minnesota has no

a pro|a?r position in the Union. They 
said recently there had been much im- 
provement in the relations of planters aud 
negroes, the first acquiescing in their 
freedom, the latter in the exuberance ol 
their joy was disposed to abandon their 
rural employments and Hock to towns, 
but have now generally resumed their 
former occupations on plantations and 
are working industriously.
